Че have your letter of the 2nd, enclosing letter 
from the above Bank under date of January 28th, containing a quotation 
from an opinion of their Ministry of Finance. While this is of in- 
terest it is entirely irrelevant. 
The subject of the legal aspects now raised was never 
& part of their order. We accepted their order of February 26th,1931, 
in good faith. Тһе burden of the conditions of this order, and in fact 
virtually the sole condition, was thet the notes must correspond to those 
of previous deliveries. They mention а certain specific size, but 
they explain that this represents the size of the notes previously printed. 
It would therefore appear that we entered into an agreement with the Bank 
end have fulfilled the terms thereof, and now they are attempting to intro- 
duce certain factors which in no way entered into the order in question, 

I regret, therefore, that we cannot consent to shipping 
the notes * the conditions that they now mention, end we must ask that 
you again return to Prague and use every influence at your command to make 
clear to them our views and secure authority for complete delivery of the 
notes as we have prepared them, all in accordance with their specifications. 

In our letter to you of December l5th we endeavored to 
set forth very fully our views, and believe you will find that this communica-

I cannot emphasize too Strongly the importance of your 
sueceeding in the proper disposition of this matter, which has been 
pending so many months, алд all, from our point of view, most unjustly. 

We have always felt that the matter of cordial feelings and 
respect for esch other was mutual, snd we are still unwilling to believe 
that they wish to take any position that is not thoroughly fair and 
sound, and that this development is one of apparent misunderstanding on 
their part. 

As a matter of fact, for your information, а single bank note 
may vary in size,from day to day,according to the hümidity conditions. 
Prom an actual laboratory test we have found a variation up to 1 1/2 
millimetres difference in size between humidity conditions of twenty 
` degrees and ninety. Thus, a note that is illegal today might be legal 
to-morrow, While we have no records on the subject, I am of the opinion 
that a note exposed to bodily moisture would vary as to size, I mention 
the foregoing to make clear to you the complete impossibility of fixing, 
to a very fine dimension, the exact size of a given note and having it 
remain во.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the lst 
instant, enclosing а copy of a letter from Ceskoslovenska., 


In replying to your question, what іп my opinion should 
be done, I would answer that from а technical standpoint. 
$ If our customer is right, and the atmosphere has no effect 

in expanding or contracting our notes, then the United States 

Bureau of Standards is wrong, the paper making inäustry and 
all printing trades in this country &re wrong, but I know 
that the atmosphere does expand and contract notes according 
to the relative humidity. Therefore, if our client is will- 
ing to be convinced by positive proof, I woulä suggest that 
we send one of our technical men to Ceskoslovenska to demon- 
strate to them the truth of our statement, or better still, 
I would suggest that they send their best technical man here, 
at our expense, where we can demonstrate the truth of our 
statement and also convince him that we have endeavored to 
meet their requirements in a fair honest manner. 


It is my opinion that they шау have some suspicion 
that we have made some error and are trying to get away with 
it. They have never seen the notes in bulk that we have 
E ready for shipment. The few single notes that we sent them 
could not be taken care of properly to be à good representation 
of the notes that are packed апа ready for shipment. 


We should not obligate ourselves to deliver notes to an 
"exact" size unless they are willing to give an "exact relstive 
humidity" condition plus some fair tolerance under which these

Viennese Engraver Unreplacable/ 1000 Ke notes Prepared/ . 


Up till now larger Czechoslovak banknotes were 
made in America, but now the Prague Banknote Press prints for the 
“first time new Кс 100 notes and that after the design made by 
Svabinsky. Simultaneously with the Ke 100 note design also 
Svabinsky’s design for 1000 Ke notes has been approved but the 
printing of the latter cannot be started as an engraver is being 
sought who eould carry out the work. The 100 Ke notes which will 
be put into circulation before the Sokol Congress,were the last 
work done by the famous Viennese banknote and Mark engraver, Prof. 
Ferdinand Schirmboeck who died recently. He had just started on 
the engraving of the Кс 1000 banknotes. 


The circumstance under which Prof. Svabinsky had 
to work on the designs of banknotes, is very interesting. The work 
took up fully 9 months. During this period the work as well as 
the person of the artist was watched by a secret service man of the 
National Bank. The work was taken from the artist every night and 
returned to him each following morning. An artist who designs 
banknotes cannot keep for himself even details or rough sketches, 
nor does any sort of copyright belong to him. It is also not 
allowed to photograph the sketches. 


The artist must also follow very closely all given 
instructions. For example, the face on a symbolic figure or that of 
a person must be engraved on the banknote in such a way that the 
eyes will not appear cnisteted (sic) when folding the banknote. 

. The eyes and their finess are the most difficult problems for a 
counterfeiter. His work would be much easier if he could count on 

an unclear or smeared up expression of the eyes after folding up 

the banknotes several times. The cashier of a bank when counting 

the money, fixes his eye on the well known face on the banknote and 
gives him the chance to recognize quickly а counterfeit note. А 
"bad" eye on the picture of the note is the best evidence for the bank 
employé to suspect a counterfeit. 


The 100 Kc banknotes of which 1 million are in print 
and will replace the old ones which will be called in, are also of 
green color but in a different tone. А finer colored hairprint, which 
will make counterfeiting more difficult, runs from blue into red, green

size once it is established must be adhered to on all future 
orders. 


Ав I remember it, they also stipulate that the colors of the major 
tint and of the steel printing must be identical with the notes 
furnished on S-6799 which was the last order of notes accepted by 
them, and that the notes must be equal to these notes in intaglio 
effect, etc. In regard to size, as you know, these notes were 
printed wet, and it would not be possible to maintain the size 
asked for on wet notes without bleeding the work. 


As explained at this meeting, we believe that if we can print the 
notes dry and purchase special slitting equipment, slit the notes 

a sheet at a time, under а fixed relative humidity that we can at 

the time we cut the notes hold them to within the limits mentioned 
above but we again want to stress the fact that as set forth in our 
laboratory's report of April 22nd, 1932, that some of these actual 
notes when tested under varying relative humidities proved conclusive- 
ly that the notes if measured under a different relative humidity 
than that under which they are cut will be found to vary anywhere 

up to 55 meme, which variation is due to variations in relative 
humidity only and does not include any variation whatever in the

At the time of this meeting, Mr. Woodhull, Мг. Claudet and your- 
self felt that in stressing variations in size due to variations 
in relative humidity that we were being too technical and that no 
such variation in relative humidity would occur under the actual 
conditions to which the notes would be subjected.

outside data on this subject we have had the New York Weather 
Bureau reports examined for the period that this order was in 
course of preparation, namely from April 29th to July 22nd, 1931 
and these records show ап actual varistion in relative humidity of 
from 16% to 100% which is 7% greater than that to which the actual 
notes covered by our laboratory's report of April 28th, 1932 were 
subjected and which led to an expansion of 3% m.m. 


In view of this, we want to again go on record to the effect that 
if our customer is permitted to make this stipulation as to size 
without specifying the relative humidity under which the measure- 
ments аге to be made, &ll that they will have to do will be to 
measure notes under а different relative humidity than that under 
which we cut them in order to find а variation exceeding that per- 
mitted by their specifications.

Absence of the vertical 
multi-colored square which is composed of two bands, orange 
and green. The printing of the tint (500) in olive green 
is but very lightly marked. { 


b) Printing: Imperfect execution of а dull effect. The small lines 
of the guilloches of the frame present frequent interruntions and 
are retouched in places by means of red ink. The red color appears 
soiled and darker (than on the true notes). The mmlti-colored rose 
work with the figure "500" indicating the denomination, in the 
center, gives the effect of being too light on account of the 
excessive thickness given to the small lines. The arms of the 
Czechoslovakian Republic (in the left side medalion) as well as 
the effigy of the knight of the Legion of Honor (in the right 
medalion) are of a manifest crudeness.

In the vignette of the 
center the two rose work ornaments with the figure "500" inäicating 
the denomination, in white numbers, are of a blurred shade. The
